Report of “Phe Selectmen 


TOWN OF SPRINGFIELD, N.H. 


It is with pride that this Bi-Centennial Town Report is dedicated 
to Seeley Philbrick and to Justin Nichols. 


1968 saw Interstate 89 opened through the town and a rest area 
constructed which affords the traveler a view to the south and west that 
is a sight all should enjoy. The stretch of this highway which is in 
Springfield is correctly described as one of the most scenic sections on 
the route. 


We were fortunate to receive as much extra tax money as we did 
from the construction equipment on Interstate 89. With the help of 
the State Tax Commission, the town was able to use this extra money 
to pay for the new truck and it was not necessary to borrow the thirty- 
five hundred dollars authorized by the town for this purpose. The 
truck selected by the Truck Committee, and approved by the Select- 
men, was ordered through the State Purchasing Department, and the 
bid from Broadhead Ford Company of Dover, was chosen. 


In the opinion of the Selectmen the FWD Truck has passed the 
point of no return and so has been retired. This leaves us with the 
problem of deciding on a replacement vehicle suitable for heavy plow- 
ing and for winging back snow. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bruce Charpentier completed the road by Camp 
Golden Arrow. The Selectmen were well satisfied with the con- 
struction and accepted this road. The new road now belongs to the 
town and the old road belongs to Camp Golden Arrow. 


The Selectmen thank the many citizens who, both as volunteers 
and as town officers, have helped so much during this past year. 
Barbara Reney, as Deputy Town Clerk worked in a partially completed 
Town Office, and contended with the new laws on registering motor 
vehicles. The Centennial Committee made an outstanding effort and 
with no help from the rest of us. The Historical Committee has been 
painstaking and successful in getting the information together and 
printed in such a fine manner. Carl Lewis made the handsome sign and 
gave it to the town. The Cemetery Caretaker has greatly improved the 
appearance of the cemetery. Thanks also to The Highway Department 
The Police Department, The Budget Committee, The Auditor, and all 
of you other nice people who have helped to offset the less pleasant 
situations. 


Our special thanks to the Library Committee, its trustees, and 
helpers, for their cooperation this past year and for accepting the 
clutter which we left in the building for such a long time.
